We have the names of these various un- 
mitizated scamps, who are prowling over the’ 
country, imposing upon the generosity.and- 
sympathy of the colored man’s best friends; 
and we only refrain from mentioning their 
names in the hope that they will profit by a 
little judicious advice, and that is, to cease 
their dishonest calling and. resort to, some 
more honorable way of getting a living, and 
that speedly. Ifnot we intend to post them 
up in every public place in the North Wes- 
tern States. So that their rascality may be 
seen and known by ali men, for they are in- 
juring the cause of the poor slave by their 
dishonesty, and it is our duty as the econ- 
ductors of a public Journal devoted to the 
interest of truth and humanity to expose 
them, and we intend Yo do it unless they re 
“pent and that soon. It may be proper for 


from getting jealous-of each other should 
the gifts be equally distributed.”

“feeds” was in course of preparation. But 
there can be no room. for doubt, that the 


true state of affairs be attempted they will 
be fully committed to them, and unable or 
unwilling to give the facts, this was shown 
by the extraordinary efforts made to induce 
parties who have steadily refused to be par- 
takers of their bounty to go to,the last grand 
demonstration, which took place in mid-win- 
ter, the majority of those assembled at which, 
also, were the older residents and some to 
their shame, be it sald, native Canadians. 
This servile class form the bulk of the col- 
ored conimunity here, they will tell you 
when talking privately that they have no 
confidence in the moral honesty of the Wil- 
son’s, that they want no one to bee for 
them, and yet when called upon to give some 
public demonstration to that effect, or at 
least some thing to signify their feclings, in 
regard to the matter as they have been of- 
ten urged to du by Mr Logan, of Syracuse, 
and others, they invariably refuse. No lon- 
ger ago than during the past winter, two 
ladies came here from the States, as | un- 
derstood, in part to see how matters were 
progressing among the “fugitives; but they 
went away about as much enlightened as 
they came. In several instances, on being 
invited to dine with persons who znlended to 
tell them the facts, Mr. Wilson made it con- 
venient to call during the visits when instead 
of charging home upon him, our hosts were 
afraid to, or at least did not say anything, so 
the ladies went away with nothing more 
than a few hints. Now asa relief to these 
servile and degrading things, which are 
sickening to think of, it is refreshing to know 
that there are a few here, who never have 
bowed nor will bow the knee to Baal, who | 
have neither visited, received alms from, nor 
in any way countenanced these Missionaries, 
and as a consequence are the most ener- 
getic, respectable and outspoken of the peo- 
ple. Just here it may be asked, why then 
if such be the case, have they not then be-| 
fore this let the facts be known? In ans- 

wer, L will say that-there are among them of 
course, differences of opinion. Some say, 

the thing will of itseif die out in time, others 

that the Missionaries have so amply provid- 

ed for themselves out of “ Fugitive” funds, 

that we can never uproot them, and still 

others that if any one should aitempt it, they 

would not be sustained by the people gen- 

erally, and that they have feared to under- | 
take such an uneqnal contest by writing or 

otherwise, as would most probably result.

Locomotive, passenger, baggage, and freight 
cars, running upon any line of railroad crossing 
the frontier between Canada and the United 
States, free.—Order of 13th Jan., 1854. 

Iron wheels and axles, imported expressly for 
railroad purposes, 24 per cent.—Order of 13th 
Noy., 1854. 

Printing paper, draining tiles, and oil cake, 23 
per cent.—Order of 6th Dec., 1854. 


EXEMPTIONS. 

Arms, Clothing, Catule, Provisions and stores 
of every description, which any Commissary or 
Commissaries, Contractor or Contractors shall 
impart or bring, or which may be imperted or 
brought by the principal or other Officer or Offi- 
cers of Her Majesty’s Ordnance into the Province 
for the use of her Majesty’s Army or Navy, or 
for the use of the Indian Nations in this Province; 
provided the duty otherwise payable thereon 
would be defrayed or borne by the Treasurer of 
the United Kingdom of this Province. 

Horses and carriages of travellers, and horses 
cattle and carriages and other vehicles when em- 
ployed in carrying merchandise, together with 
the necessary harness and tackle, so long as the 
same shall be dona fide in use for that purpose, 
except the horses, cattle, carriages, vehicles aud 
harness, of persons hawking goods, wares and 
merchandise through the Province, for the pur- 
pose of retailing the same, and the horses, cattle, 
carriages, and harness of any circus or equestrian 
troops for exhibition ; the horses, cattle, carriages 
and harness of any Menagerie to be free. 

Donations of clothing especially imported for 
the use of or to be distributed gratuitously by any 
charitable society in this Province. 

Seeds of all kinds, farming utensils and imple- 
ments of husbandry, when specially imported in 
good faith by any society incorporated or estab- 
lished for the encouragement of agriculture. 

Salt for the use of the fisheries, military cloth- 
ing and wine for the use of regimental messes. 

The following Articles in the oceupation or 
employment of persons coming into the Province 
for the purpose of actual settling therein, viz:— 

Wearing Apparel in actual use, and other per- 
sonal effects not merchandise ; horses and cattle ; 
implements and tools of trade of handy-crafismen, 

The personal household effects, not merchan- 


dize, of inhabitants of this province, being sub- | 


jects of Her Majesty and dying abroad. ° 

And the following articles, when imported di- 
recy from the United Kingdom, the British 
North American Provinces*the Island of Prince 
Edward and Newfoundland, and being the growth 
produce, or manufacture of the said United King- 
dom, or of such Province respectively, viz:— 

Animals, beef, pork, biscuit, bread, butter 
cocoa paste, corn or grain of all kinds, flour, 6sh 
fresh or salted, dried or pickled, fish oil, furs or 
skins, the produce of fish or creatures living in 
the sea, gypsum, horns, mess poultry, plants, 
shrubs and trees, potatoes and vegetables of all 
kinds. Seeds of all kinds, pelts, skins, furs or 
tails undressed. Wood, viz: boards, planks, 
Staves, limber and firewood. 

And the following articles when imported di- 
rect from the Provinces of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward’s Island, and 
being the growth, produce, or manufacture of 
said Provinces respectively, viz: 

Grain and Breadstuffs of all kinds, vegetables, 
fruits, seeds, hay and straw, hops, animals, salted 
and fresh meats, buiter, cheese, chocolate, and 
other preparations of cocoa, lard, tallow, hides,

CONSTITUTION 
OF THE - 
(Proeowinetan UWronfleone 


Articus I, 


We, the undersigned, associate for the purpose 
of carrying out the following Pledge :— 

BELIEVING in the necessity of measures to further pro 
mote Literature, General Intelligence, Active Benevolence, 
the Principles uf Universal Freedom, anda British Union, 
not based on complexional consideratious, and in the im- 
perative duty now resting upon us to thwart the plaus now 
maturing to array one class of Her Maiesty’s subjects 
against another, and increasing class on the grounds of the 
complexional characteristics and origin of the latter, we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power in our associated 
capacity, as members of this Union, and in our private 
capacity, ascitizens,—Ist: To promotea healthy harmony; 
and tu diffuse a loyal spirit among those of [Her Majesty’s. 
subjects with whom we may associate or come in coutact 
2nd. ‘To encourage and supporta Press, or those Presses 
in Canada, which will stand on the watch-tower to notify 
the citizens of this country aga'nst the unjust imputations 
reflections and designs of many in the United States and 
this country, who would carve out a policy for emigrants 
formerly bond, and free, different from white emigrants 
who tnay and do settle herein, by counselling the former to 
bea ‘* good peasantry” for the latter, as their highest ambi- 
tion; or to aggregate themselves into exclusive communities 
or to look upen the West Indies as the home for the mass

a. in that paper, of the 15th March, being one 
ofa continuation of articles rezarding the “Ame. 
rican Tract Society,” has this sentence :—" Fop 
thirty years, one of the greatest institutions of 
Evangelical Christendom, has been testifying is 
efitct, that the institution of Slavery, the buying 
and selling of human beings, and the professio 

of the slave-trader, are less offensive to God, leat 
contary to the Gospel, Jess perilous to the souls of 
men, than the practice of dancing. It has at 
tempted to exhibitand authenticate, on the wid 
est scale, an administration of Christianity, ia 
which there shall be no more syllable of rebuke 
for crimes that shock the morals sense of Chris. 
tendom. The influence of the Traet Society 
has tended to make the Southern churches more 
timid and cowed in the presence of the imperious 
slave-trading interest. As aconsequence of this 
policy—partly, but not exclusively—behold the 
Souruern Aposrscy!” 

In December 1844, a report of ‘The “ Com. 
mittee of the Synod of New York and New Jer. 
sey, on the subject of the mutilations of books b 
the American Tract Society,” was published, 
and in that report, the mutilations and omissions 
in the editions published, by that Society, of 
D’Aubigne’s History of the Great Reformation, 
were pointed out—besides, there are the omix 
sicns and expurgations in other books published, 
as to the vile sin of Slavery, and the substitution 
of sentences other than the original. 

The notice by me entitled, ‘ Publieations,” re 
ferable tc these matters, has been widely circula. 
ted, anda Canadian public are again reminded 
of their duty.
